WHAT IT MEANS 'f 

The recent auooess of the Turks at 
Plovna, instead of haBtoniu 6 peace, may 
prove the means of prolonging the strug- 
gle. The'diBpotofieaof IttBt night poiut 
to a change in • Austria's attitiulo. Willi 
important national inteiobts that wouUl 
ho jeopnrilizod by the triumph of the llus- 
siiina over the Turksshe uotiUcil Iho Czur, 
at the bogimiing of tho strugglu, that Hho 
woukl regard the occiip;ition of Sorvia by 
Russian troops, or the parlicipatioa of 
Sorvia in tho war as a casus belli. Now.if 
tho dispatchoa can ho credited. EasBia, 
Binco her late seTere. thrashing by inferior 
numbers, has voluntarily consented to 
Austria's oooupation of tho western half 
of Servia, 'This is done to oonciliato and 
propitiate Austria and prevent an alliauuo 
■with Great Britain. It is stated, also, that 
tlio Emperor of Germany is about to have 
an iutGrviow with the Emperor of Austria 
from which Ministers will bo excluded. 
'I'ho imrposo of this interview may bo to 
try and stjflen the fcclinKS of Austria to- 
waiils KuHHiu iuid, i)t rhaps, induco lior to 
aid the last-uanied power iu her deHigns 
on Turkey by a promi.-o of loi ritorial ng- 
grandizemont. If such bo tho object of 
Emperor "William he -will hardly find a 
very patient listener in Francis Joseph, 
in wliose mind the unfortunate results 
(to Austria) of tho Danish campaign in 
iSG'i must be still freali. Austria joined 
Prussia in a war agaiuat Denmark to de- 
termine the political status of Schleswig- 
Holstein. Denmark after a vain struggle 
conceded all the allies asked and then 
Prussia, greatly to the chagrin of her 
ally, instead of withdrawing from Sohles- 
wig-Holstein, proclaimed the Province to 
bo part of hor own ijossessions. The 
Anbtro-Prussiau war followed, in whicli 
the former lost nearly all her Goriiian 
provinces. ''Once bitten, twice shy." It 
is not probable that Austria will accept a 
second iime as gospel tho promiaes of her 
powerful neighbor, or accept at bis hands 
giiaranteas which Emporor William, once 
the Russians are firmly seated at Constan- 
tinople, may not have it in his power to 
];eep. Tho" great point Eussia wishes 
to make is to quiet Austria— to 
re-ealablish her confidence in the 
government of the Czar; for should 
she once put her great armies in motion 
they would fall on the rear of the llus- 
sinns while the Turks engaged them in 
froLt, and the two forces operating in 
concert would pulverize their foe in a 
short time, " hero is no doubt that tlie 
Kussians have lost heavily. Their splen- 
did army, which crossed tho Danube three 
weeks ngo in Ligh spirits is falling bade 
shattered and diacomflted. The campaign 
is not over yot. There is still hard liglit- 
ing ahead. Tho Russians have one chance 
of retrieving their late disaster; but 
should Austria join tho Turks, and tho 
Russians bo unable to obtain an ally they 
might as well go homo at once, ilonco 
the strenuous ellbrts now being made to 
convert Austria into a friend. 

CRIMPING. 

The offence of inducing sailors to de- 
sert from Her Majesty's service is a very 
serious one iu the eyes of the law. It is 
punishable with fine or imprisonment or 
both. A fceutence as high as two years iu 
the chainging was given one Lyons, a 
aolorious crimp, tight years ago, and bin 
gang was entirely broken up through tho 
energetic action of tho Police. All good 
citizens will frown down every attempt to 
win Jack from his allegiance. Desertion 
is not only injurious to the Navy, but it 
is an injury to the plaeo where it is 
practiced by causing the withdrawal of 
the Squadron from the locality. The crews 
of tho ships now on this station are a very 
superior sot of men; few, if any, attempts 
iiave been made to induce thum to (Icsert, 
and we do not bolievo that many would 
go if facililicH were oll'ored thoni. .Stilj 
the Polico cannot bo too vigilant. Tliey 
bhoiild not wuit until a sailor has com- 
mitted himsi'lf before pouncing upon liiin 
to earn a reward. They should proceed 
immediately to ' roak up any gang that 
may exist for tho purpose of crimping, 
and put all suspicious characters under 
surveillance. That is the only way to sup- 
press crimping.

Mrs. MoFarland, who is one of the 
passougors by the California en routa to 
Fort Wrangol, goes to labor as missiounry 
among tho Indians there, under the au- 
spices of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States. 

On Saturday evening last, a number of 
Indians were engaged in "taking a rise" 
out of some Ohinumon, when one of tho 
Johna drew a knife and stabbed his tor- 
mentor, a Keatsio Indian named Jim, in 
the lolt side, tho knife pouotruting deeply 
enough to wound tho liver. Tho wound- 
ed Indian wiis attended to by Dr. Mo- 
luncH, anil now lies iu a precarious state. 
His assailant hus not been arrested, as ho 
cannot be identified. 

Down near Point Roberts some Indians 
have n rather ingouiously constructed sal- 
mou trap. In a dense bod of kelp thoy 
cut, at low tide, a passage some iiftuon or 
twenty feet wide, at the inner end of 
whicli they constructed, in tho sanio way, 
a Bquare basin, a little larger than a largo 
net. The net is sunk to the bottom of this 
basin, and at each corner a canoe is an- 
chored. When tho tide comes in, a stream 
of salmon come pouring up tho p.isjage 
into the basin, every fish Ijoing plainly 
viiiiblo in the clear sea water. At a given 
signal, the four canoo.t haul on their re- 
spective corners of tho not, tho struggling 
lisharo seized and deposited in tho boats, 
and llu) nets is sunk again for another 
haul. We are told that many thousand 
fish are caught in this kelp trap at every 
flood tide.

Tho pay, or gold, is 
contained mostly in a hard. gray cougiom- 
erate cement, ami is obtained by pounding 
the cement with a sledge and picking the 
gold out by hand, and wasliing tho bal- 
ance in a rocker, a la 1819. Toore! are in- 
dic.ntions hero of tho most extonsivo hill 
mines in the country. I am of opinion 
that the Mcl^ougal cl iim is simply tho 
outlet from the main channel in tbo hill. 
Tho gold is very coarse and bear.s no re- 
Botttblunce to tho gold found in thu oreeks. 
There is an immense deposit of was.hed 
gravel in this sectiou, overlaid with a 
heavy stratum of volcanic ashes. Thia 
section of country must havo been .sub- 
merged by tho sea at one time, .is ))lainly 
shown by tins marine lo.ssils scatl'Ji-od over 
it. At no very ronioto jjorioil oxtonsivo 
hill mines must bo iliscovored in this aud 
the Cherry Creek country, which is of 
similar formation. Tho combined action 
of the flood and volcano are clearly evi- 
dent on every hand.
